The  Protectionists  altogether  mistake  their 
(Touod  of  quarrel  with  Sir  Robert  Peel.  They 
lire  a  right  to  blame  him  for  having  mistaught, 
•ii^ided  them.  They  may  fairly  reproach  him 
for  Wing  made  such  fools  of  them  during  the  long 
period  of  schooUng  from  '15  to  '46,  that  he  can* 
BOW  unmake  what  he  has  made.  They  may 
jorIv  arraign  him  for  having  stuffed  them  full  of 
Ibllioea  which,  in  the  minds  of  grown  gentlemen, 
ire  not  easily  removable.  In  a  word,  they  may 
retionably  complain  of  any  and  every  part  of  the 
Premier’s'conduct  except  the  abandonment  of  bis 
error.  But  this  act  of  virtue  is  the  single  point 
^tinst  which  the  outcry  is  raised.  It  is  deemed 
anpardoDible  that  Sir  Robert  Peel  did  not  carry 
M  a  deception,  make  false  professions  of  belief  in 
the  utility  of  the  corn  laws,  and  maintain  a  system 
which  in  his  heart  he  knew  to  be  unjust  and  in- 
jnrious. 

The  aiucerity  of  a  conversion  by  which  nothing 
ii  to  be  gainM  except  self-satisfaction  and  the 
btnehtoftbe  public  cannot  be  open  to  a  reasonable 
doabt :  the  real  question  is,  whether  the  present  or 
the  abandoned  opinions  are  to  impeach  Sir  Robert 
Peel'i  character  for  wisdom  and  statesmanship. 
We  have  our  views  of  the  alternative,  and  the 
Protectionists  have  theirs ;  but  we  should  join 
with  them  in  the  conclusion,  that,  whether  Sir 
kobert  Peel  be  right  or  wrong  in  abandoning  the 
opinions  he  held  for  thirty  years,  the  fact  divests 
him  of  all  authority  as  a  statesman,  and  forfeits 
all  claims  to  confidence.

other  such  sordid  fears,  akin  to  those  of  a  scul¬ 
lion  jealously  trembling  for  her  vails,  possess 
the  minds  of  that  part  of  the  community  headed  by 
the  noble  Duke,  which  is  pronounced  so  clear  of  po¬ 
litical  fear,  perhaps,  because  it  is  so  absorbed  by 
such  incomparably  meaner  alarms. 

WHAT  WILL  THE  LORDS  DO? 

There  is  a  pleasant  story  of  a  provincial  anti¬ 
quary's  journey  to  visit  Hicks's  Hail.  A  hundred 
miles  off  everybody  could  tell  him  about  Hicks's 
Hall.  They  knew  all  about  it,  where  it  was,  and 
what  it  was  like,  not9  magit  nuUi  dowmM  tua. 
But  as  the  traveller  diminished  the  distance  from 
Hicks's  Hall  the  information  about  it  became  less 
and  less  positive,  and  when  two  or  three  milM  off 
no  one  knew  it,  or  could  say  or  conceive  anything 
about  it. 

The  House  of  Lords  is  another  Hicks's  Hall. 
A  couple  of  months  ago  every  one  knew  what  the 
Lords  would  do  with  the  Corn  Bill.  At  that  time  if 
many  of  the  lords  did  not  know  their  own  minds, 
they  were  perfectly  well  known  to  certain  shrewd 
calculating  persons..  Noses  were  counted,  for  noses 
are  more  cognisable  than  minds  (perhaps  because  a 
man  may  or  may  not  have  a  mind,  but  the  posses¬ 
sion  of  a  nose  is  more  certain)  and  lists  drawn  up 
giving  the  votes  of  the  lords  to  a  figure.  But  as 
the  day  of  proof  approaches,  and  as  we  get  nearer 
and  nearer  to  Hicks's  Hall,  all  these  pleasing  cer¬ 
tainties  vanish,  the  lists  so  lately  handed  about 
have  been  crumpled  up  and  pocketed,  and  the 
knowing  ones  who  smiled  so  scornfully  at  any  dis¬ 
trust,  have  begun  to  make  faces  as  long  as  their 
former  muster-rolls  of  contents.  They  say  that 
the  proxies  bother  them.  They  can  see  their  way 
on  the  second  reading,  but  in  committee  they  are 
at  sea.  For  the  second  reading  there  is  to  be  a 
majority,  but  the  question  is  whether  or  not  the 
amendment  of  a  moderate  fixed  duty  will  be  car- 
ried,  and  with  what  consequences ! 

But  if  you  would  know  unerringly  what  the 
lords  will  do,  peer  into  qoffee  grounds,  fling  an 
apple-peel  to  the  ground  after  the  prescribed  cete- 
monies,  try  the  sortes  Virgiliaoe,  ask  Mrs  Harris, 
or,  last  and  best,  consult  a  cunning  woman  on 
Epsom  race-gpround.  Be  sure  of  one  thing  only, 
that  nothing  ever  happens  according  to  reasonable 
expectation,  and  if  you  are  told  tnat  the  Lords 
must  do  this  or  that,  because  of  such  and  such  con¬ 
sequences  if  they  take  any  other  course,  be  quite 
certain  that  the  line  of  conduct  so  mapped  out 
will  never  come  to  pass. 

In  all  speculations,  you  will  observe  that  the 
Lords  are  treated  as  men  guided  purely  and  solely 
by  good  tense.  You  will  be  assured  that  they 
will  not  proceed  to  certain  extremities,  becausa  of 
the  folly  thereof,  it  being  assumed  that  they  will  do 
nothing  but  what  is  perfectly  wise.  But,  mnting 
this  important  supposition,  emdetquatUo,  We  have 
a  suspicion,  however,  that  there  ia  no  inooniiderable 
namoer  of  Monopolist!  in  the  House,  and  that  the 
same  errors  of  the  understanding  that  make  them 
Protectioniste  may  prompt  them  to  stepe  ia  de¬ 
fence  of  their  system,  as  foolish  and  abortive  and 
mischievous  as  the  system  itself.  As  the  old  eo^ 
has  it,  that  “  rogues  will  be  roguee  in  a. very  high 
degree,"  eo  it  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  there  are 
lords  who  will  he  lords  in  a  very  high  degree ;  and 
if  Lord  Stanley  puts  bims^  at  their  head,  for  a 
barring  out,  it  is  hard  to  say  what  boyish  pranks 
we  may  not  witness. 

It  is  passing  easy  to  settle  matters  by  saying 
Lord  Stanley  cannot  do  this  becai^  of  sueh  and 
such  a  consideration,  good  for  a  diepaeaionate  and

Could  he  form  a  government  ?  For  a  stable 
government  he  haa  indeed  the  one  essential  of  a 
jockey  in  I^rd  Geoiwe  Bentinck.  But  Lord  Stanley 
is  not  ambitious,  and  is  impatient  of  the  troubles  of 
oflSce,  esp^ally  of  the  incessant  and  arduous  one 
of  defending  his  own  blunders.  It  is  quite  true 
that  he  ought  not  to  contemplate  the  defeat  of  the 
Com  Bill  unless  prepared  to  undertake  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  But  what  L^rd  Stanley  ought  to  do  is  no 
ground  whatever  for  inferring  what  he  vilt  do. 
Inconseqaencee  are  to  be  expected  of  the  angry 
boy.  And  to  the  guidance  of  tnis  Will-o'-the-wisp, 
this  ignis  fatuus,  the  Protectionists  in  the  House  of 
Lords  are  supposed  likelv  to  commit  themselves, 
though  forewarned  that  the  only  thing  surely  to- 
be  reckoned  upon  in  him  is  his  rapture  with,  and 
enmity  to,  anv  party  with  which  he  may  momen¬ 
tarily  connect  himself.  He  is  the  rat  of  rats  in  the 
ratocracy  of  England. 

THE  POT  AND  THE  KETTLE. 

The  Lords  have  very  properly  kicked  out  the 
Charitable  Trusts  Bill,  not  neing,  in  its  present 
mood,  disposed  to  indulge  the  Ministry  in  jobs. 
This  cutting  off  of  the  sweets  portends  the  rod. 

Lord  Lyndhurst  tried  hard  to  make  out  a  case 
for  the  bill,  the  passing  of  which  would  have  ena¬ 
bled  hUh  to  provide  for  the  few  connexions  whom 
he  has  not  yet  planted  in  the  public  pocket. 

The  Chancellor  amused  the  House  with  exam¬ 
ples  of  the  misapplication  of  charitable  funds,  and 
sneered  at  those  who  dilated  on  the  purity  of  the 
discharge  of  trusts  while  committing  such  abuses. 

The  ecoffed  might  scoff  in  turn.  There  are 
abuses  more  iqjurious  than  spending  in  eating  and 
drinking  the  funds  devoted  to  educational  purposes ; 
for  instance,  making  a  man  a  petty  judge  or  a 
legal  functionary  who  has  not  the  necessary  quaii- 
fic^tions  for  the  office,  and  whose  misperfonuauce 
of  his  duties  may  wrong  and  ruin  mauy  innocent 
people. 

Abuse  of  patronage  is  very  lightly  talked  of,  be¬ 
cause  it  is  more  lightly  thought  of,  or  not  reflected 
on  at  all ;  but  of  all  robberies  of  the  public  it  is  in 
truth  the  worst,  for  it  not  only  robs  the  public  of 
the  money  misbestowed,  but  it  robs  it  of  the  ser¬ 
vice  required,  and  substitutes  a  disservice,  a  posi¬ 
tive  injury.  In  an  incompetent  ludge  is  appointed 
aministerof  iigustice;  and  subordinate  functionaries 
for  the  administration  of  justice,  if  they  be  not  qua. 
Ufied  for  their  dnties,  must  to  some  extent  or 
other  be  instruments  of  iigustice,  or  at  least  thwart 
the  objects  they  were  intended  to  accomplish. 

As  for  the  present  Chancellor,  we  sincerely  be¬ 
lieve  that  a  thought  of  public  duty,  a  regai^  for 
public  interests,  a  care  or  compunction  for  suitors 
hM  never  crossed  his  mind.  He  has  known  no 
motives  but  personal  motives.  ^  When  he  has  hap- 

Jiened  to  make  a  good  appointment  it  haa  been 
ri>m  the  lucky  aodaent  of  the  coincidence  of  per¬ 
sonal  motives  and  the  merit  of  the  object  of  favour, 
but  the  merit  has  not  been  the  claim.  He  was  a 
cousin,  or  a  brother-in-law,  or  bad  some  petticoat 
intareat  And  this  sort  of  abuse  is  called  good>na- 
ture.  What  would  be  thought  of  the  good  nature 
of  a  who  appointed  a  cow-doctor  physician 
to  a  hospital,  or  pve  the  place  of  a  surgeon  to  n 
quack  ignorant  of  anatomy  7  Would  not  su>,h  fa¬ 
vour  to  individuals  be  looked  upon  ae  the  worst 
fraud  and  cruelty  to  the  public  T  And  is  the  mints- 
traiion  of  jusike  of  leas  nicety,  and  involving  leaa 
important  consequences,  than  therapeutics  ?  The 
one  in  incompetent  hands  may  pain  the  body,  the 
other  unjustly  blast  the  characters  of  the  innocent 
and  ruin  the  fortunes. 

We  cannot  afliKt  any  surprise  that  the  Chamwllori 
who  has  used  his  po  wars  of  patronage  sa  be  has  done, 
should  have  ventured  to  hold  forth  so  fkcetiously  on 
the  abuses  of  ebMitable  trusts.  He  is  a  man  with¬ 
out  any  tooeh  eftharoe.  For  the  world's  reproach 
be  earee  not,  end  ImlLreproach  he  wiU  never  know, 
however  much  he  may  nave  deserved  it.  His  rule 
through  life  sesms  to  have  beeo  to  pkeof  himself 
in  lien  of  what  ie  morally  termed  seifieatiifccfion.

that  natural  power  and  acquired  skill  which  few  possess, 
but  were  now  most  fully  supplied.  Mad.  A.  Thillon  sur- 


ensued.  At  Wreschen  the  Kamorniks  have  assembled, 
and  demanded  a  partition  of  the  land.  Onesen  is  said  to 
have  been  a  theatre  of  great  disorders,  and  a  battalion  it 
about  to  be  marched  to  the  environs  of  this  town.*’ 

WEST  INDIES. 

State  of  the  Islands.— By  the  last  arrival  brings 
ing  accounts  to  the  end  of  April,  we  find  that  the  reports 
of  the  growing  crops  are  favourable,  rain  having  gene¬ 
rally  fallen  in  all  the  islands.  The  proposed  railway  in 
^rbadoes  appears  to  be  resuscitated.  .\  bill  for  autho¬ 
rising  its  formation  had  been  introduced  into  the  House  of 
Assembly,  and  the  local  committee  is  said  to  be  working 
with  spirit.  The  accounts  of  the  behaviour  of  the  Coolie 
immigrants,  and  the  success  of  the  undertaking,  vary  very 
much ;  one  party  asserting  that  in  every  respect  they 
answer  the  most  sanguine  expectations,  and  the  other 
party  reporting  to  the  contrary.  There  have  certainly 
been  some  symptoms  of  disagreement  with  the  native 
labourers.  To  Guiana  immigration  was  going  forward 
rapidly.  The  arriv'als  from  the  1st  of  January  to  the  1st 
of  April  were  2,554  labourers ;  eighteen  other  vessels 
from  India,  four  from  Madeira,  and  the  Margaret  from 
Sierra  Leone,  were  expected  to  arrive  before  long. 

Affains  of  Hayti. — General  Richi,  the  new  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Hayti,  was  about  the  middle  of  April  still  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  island,  where  all  was  quiet  at  the  lost 
dates.  Pierrot,  the  late  President,  had  retired  to  his 
plantation.  It  is  rumoured  he  will  not  be  allowed  to  re¬ 
main  there,  but  be  compelled  to  reside  near  Port-au- 
Prince,  where  all  his  movements  can  be  better  watched. 
In  the  south  a  few  hundred  men,  chiefly  cultivators,  had 
risen  against  Kichi’s  government ;  their  object,  it  seems, 
was  to  pillage  the  town  of  Aux  Cayes.  ~ 


FRANCE. 

The  Trial  of  Lecomte. — The  trial  of  the  regicide 
is  to  commence  on  the  26th  instant.  On  that  day  .M. 
Franck  Carre  will  read  the  act  of  accusation  before  the 
Court  of  Peers.  The  trial  is  not  expected  to  be  a  long 
one,  as,  from  the  investigation  already  made,  it  is  evident 
that  he  had  no  accomplice.  It  is  thought  probable  that 
judgment  will  be  given  on  the  evening  of  Wednesday, 
the  27th. 

The  Squadron  of  Evolution. 


The  Prince  de  Join- 
ville  was  still  at  Toulon  on  the  15th  instant,  only  waiting 
a  favourable  wind  to  weigh  anchor  and  proceed  to  sea  with 
the  first  division  of  the  squadron,  consisting  of  the  *  Sou- 
verain’  three-decker,  and  the  '  Neptune’  and  '  Marengo’ 
ships  of  the  line.  The  remainder  of  the  squadron,  com¬ 
manded  by  Rear-Admiral  Quernel,  and  composed  of  the 
*  Inflexible,’  *  Jupiter,*  *  Jemmapes,*  and  *  Alger’  ships  of 
the  line,  was  to  join  the  first  division  at  the  Islands  of 
Hyeres  after  the  return  from  Oran  of  the  *  Alger,’  which 
had  been  sent  with  troops  to  Africa. 

Retirement  of  Marshal  Ruoeaud — It  is  confi¬ 
dently  affirmed  that  the  resignation  of  Marshal  Bugeaud 
has  been  accepted.  General  Tiburce  Sebastian!  is  spoken 
of  as  his  probable  successor. 

The  Chambers. — On  Tuesday  the'Chamber  of  Peers 
voted  the  bill  for  paying  the  interest  of  the  Greek  Loan. 
In  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  on  Tuesday,  the  general 
discussion  of  the  budget  came  on  and  was  closed.  The 
clauses  were  to  be  considered  scriofiM  next  day,  the  first 
being  the  public  debt,  which  will  revive  the  question  of 
the  conversion  of  the  Five  per  Cents. 

Signs  of  the  approaching  general  election  are  manifest. 
The  newspapers  of  various  shades  of  opinions  begin  toin- 
roducc  and  commend  their  candidates. 

SPAIN. 

Internal  Affairs. — There  has  been  no  news  of  im. 
portance  from  Madrid  this  week.  The  government  cir¬ 
cular  to  the  political  chiefs  in  the  departments,  calling 
upon  them  to  carry  into  effect  the  new  electoral  law,  has 
been  published  in  the  *  Gaxette.’  The  new  Cortes  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  assemble  in  October.  The  *  Clamor  Publico’ 
says  that'General  Narvaez  is  immediately  to  be  re-called 
to  Madrid,  if  he  is  not  so  already.  General  Conrha  has 
returned  to  Madrid,  where  he  was  received  by  the  Queen 
with  great  distinction.  It  was  thought  that  1^  would  be 
appointed  Minister  of  War,  with  a  seat  in  tbe  cabinet, 
and  that  there  would  be  further  ministerial  changes.  A 
sister  of  the  Duke  de  Rianzares  has  been  married  to  the 
brother  of  the  Duke  of  San  Carlos.  *  El  Espanol*  declares 

that  there  were  rumours  amongst  well-informed  persons 
that  the  Trapani  alliance  was  again  being  agitated. 

On  the  14th  instant  M.  Mon  had  so  far  recovered  from 
his  indisposition  as  to  be  able  to  attend  to  public  business. 
The  intelligence  from  the  provinces  continued  to  be  favour¬ 
able. 

PORTUGAL. 

Internal  Disturbances.— Lisbon  letters  to  the  9th 
instant  state  that  great  disquietude  existed  in  Lisbon  and 
Oporto.  Numerous  arrests  have  taken  place  in  both 
cities.  The  insurrection  in  the  province  of  Minho  had 
not  been  put  down.  It  had  extended  to  the  adjoining 
provinces,  and  at  other  distant  points  serious  disturbances 
had  broken  out.  At  Oporto  there  had  been  a  tumult  and 
conflict  with  the  miliury,  attended  with  some  loss  of  life. 
The  universal  cry  throughout  the  country  WRS,  ** 
with  the  Cabrals.”  The  Queen’s  confidence  in  her  Minis¬ 
try,  however,  remained  unshaken,  though  the  firmest  and 
most  faithful  of  her  father’s  friends  and  the  supporters  of 
her  righu  had  been  driven  to  the  serious  step  in  one 
chamber  of  abandoning  it  In  a  body,  mid  protesting 
against  the  violation  of  their  legislative  privileges,  and  in 
the  other  of  moving  an  address  to  her  Majesty  praying 
for  the  dismissal  of  her  MinUters.  Among  the  ^pporters 
of  this  inoUon  were  five  of  the  mqjority  and  an  independ¬

by  massacreing  several  persons  of  respectability,  who  fell 
into  their  hands,  and  committed  all  sorts  of  depredations  ; 
but  General  Jeffran,  at  the  head  of  six  regiments,  had 
obtained  signal  advantages  over  them  in  three  different 
comhats,  when  from  5U0  to  600  of  the  banditti  were  killed. 
Nothing  had  been  decided  upon  respecting  the  Domini¬ 
cans.  Despatches  had  been  received  from  Santa  Anna, 
the  President  of  the  Spanish  port,  and  it  is  believed  that  a 
suspension  of  hostilities  will  take  place  until  something 
more  decisive  is  determined  on.  The  foreigners  thought 
well  of  the  present  government,  having  in  office  clear¬ 
headed  ministers  who  had  been  abroad,  and  had  held  in¬ 
tercourse  with  foreign  powers. 

MEXICO. 

The  Blockade  or  Matamoras. — Relations  between 
Mexico  and  the  United  States  have  assumed  a  more  threat¬ 
ening  aspect.  Accounts  from  Rio  (irande  state  that  Mata- 
moras  was  blockaded  by  General  Taylor.  Lieutenant 
Porter  and  three  men  had  been  shot  by  the  Mexicans. 
Further  desertions  from  the  American  army  had  taken 
place.  Fears  for  the  safety  of  the  American  force  pre¬ 
vailed  at  Washington.  The  army  of  occupation  was  3,000 
strong.  The  Mexican  force  was  4,000;  and  it  was  re¬ 
ported  that  Arista  was  about  to  supersede  Ampudia. 

ITALY. 

Troubles  in  the  Austrian  Provinces. — The  last 
accounts  from  Italy  state  that  great  ferment  and  panic 
prevail  in  the  Austrian  provinces  and  in  the  Legations. 
It  was  said  that  King  Charles  Albert,  interrogated  by 
Austria  respecting  the  reports  of  his  Majesty's  disposition 
towards  the  Liberals,  declared  that  he  would  he  the  first 
to  oppose  a  revolution  in  Italy,  but  that,  in  his  opinion, 
the  time  for  political  concession  to  public  opinion  had 
arrived,

INDIA. 

The  Oseelaeo  Mail.— The  contents  of  the  Bombay 
mail  of  the  :5th  April,  which  arrired  on  the  20th  inst., 
are  not  of  much  importance.  Tranquillity  prerailed 
throughout  India.  The  hot  season  had  commenced,  and 
the  armies  had  taken  np  their  permanent  stations  until 
the  season  for  campaigning  opens  again  In  October.  The 
affairs  of  the  Pnnjab  remain  in  the  same  nnsettled  sute. 
The  «ty  of  Lahore  was  in  poaseaaion  of  the  dirision  com¬ 
manded  by  the  British  general,  and  the  Sikh  soldiers  who 
were  found  out  within  the  walb  were  ordered  to  quit 
insUotly.  An  idea  eiUted  of  the  disbanded  Sikhs  haring 
contemplated  an  insurrection  similar  to  that  of  Cabal,  but 
the  ntmoel  rigilance  prcrails,  and  no  danger  is  appre- 
bended  in  a  well-guarded  place  within  Sfty  miles  of  the 
British  territory.  The  intrigues  of  Oholab  Siogh,  which 
hare  raised  him  to  the  grade  of  a  Maharajah,  and  placed 
him  on  the  musnud  (throne) of  the  Kohistan  of  the  Pun- 
jab,  arc  highly  unpalatable  to  the  Darbar  and  Wuieer  of 
Lahore,  as  well  as  to  the  disbanded  Khalsas.  The  former 
Snd  tbcmselree  outwitted  |  the  Utter  are  indignant  at 
their  defeat,  yet  they  cannot  trust  either  the  gorernment, 
for  the  Queen- Mother  betrayed  them  as  much  as  Oholab 
Singh  did  her  cause.

THE  BURDENS  ON  LAND 


A  committee  having  been  appointed  by  the  house  of 
lords  in  the  early  part  of  the  present  session  to  inquire 
into,  and  report  upon,  the  peculiar  burdens,  ifany,  which 
land  has  to  bear,  two  reports  have  been  prepared,  one 
actually  adopted  and  presented  to  the  house  of  lords  on 
Tuesday  last,  the  other  rejected  upon  a  division  by  a 
majority  of  the  coinmittee.  The  former  may  be  con¬ 
sidered  as  speaking  the  opinions  of  the  Protectionist 
minority,  the  latter  as  that  of  the  Free-traders,  who  were 
in  a  minority.  We  reserve  an  article  upon  the  subject  to 
a  future  day.  The  following  are  the  remedies  suggested 
by  the  Protectionists  majority  ; — 

“  1.  The  improvement  of  the  law  of  real  property;  the 
simp  lification  of  title,  and  the  forms  of  conveyance ;  the 
establishment  of  some  effective  system  for  the  registration 
of  deeds. 

“  2.  An  extension  of  the  measure  of  184,1,  by  relieving 
the  counties  aqd  boroughs  from  the  portion  of  expense 
to  which  they  continue  liable  for  criminal  proeecutions  as 
well  as  the  maintenance  and  conveyance  of  prisoners. 
This  measure,  however,  should  be  accompanied  by  aa 
adoption  on  the  part  of  the  state  of  an  effective  control. 

**  3.  The  adoption  of  the  liability  of  the  owner  of  houses 
Under  the  annual  value  of  KM.  to  the  rates  at  which  the 
same  arc  assessed. 

«  4.  W’here  establishments  exist  or  may  be  required  for 
the  support  of  lunatics,  and  where  there  are  obvious 
reasons,p>oth  of  economy  and  of  humanity,  for  centralixing 
the  administration,  and  whe^  above  all,  the  resources 
of  the  state  can  be  made  available,  without  any  risk  of 
aggravating  or  increasing  the  evil  propo^d  to  be 
remedied,  the  committee  are  not  prepared  to  justly  the 
imposition  of  the  whole  cost  upon  one  description  of  pro¬ 
perty.  The  committee  therefore  submit,  that  the  charge 
for  the  maintenance  of  pauper  lunatics  throughout  the 
empire  ought  to  be  undertaken  by  the  public. 

“5,  To  a  certain  extent  the  observations  made  on 
lunatic  asylnms  may  be  applied  to  some  branohes  of  the 
expenditure  for  the  maintenance  and  relief  of  the  poor. 
Mr  Coode  shows  from  official  documents  that  the  estab¬ 
lishment  charges,  inclusive  of  salaries,  amount  to  17  per 
cent  on  the  total  expenditure  for  the  relief  of  the  poor, 
and  states  that  these  charges  might  be  provided  for  by 
the  government  without  leading  to  any  evil  consequences 
in  the  administration  of  the  poor  law. 

“6.  A  charge  is  periodically  cast  upon  the  land  for  the 
militia  rate;  this  is  not  now  levied,  the  militia  being 
disembodied ;  but,  considering  the  object  of  the  militia 
to  be  general,  and  nat  confined  to  the  interests  of  a  par¬ 
ticular  class,  the  committee  are  of  opinion  that  this  charge 
should  be  provided  for  by  parliament,  care  being,  how¬ 
ever,  Uken,  that  if  the  public  assume  the  responsibility  of 
the  charge,  the  government  should  have  authority  to  en¬ 
sure  the  efficiency  of  the  force.

POSTSCRIPT 


LONDON,  Saturday,  May  23,  1846. 

The  House  of  Lords  was  occupied  last  night  with  a 
discussion  on  the  state  of  Ireland,  arising  out  of  a  motion 
made  by  Ihe  Marquis  of  Normanby,  calling  for  returns  of 
the  number  of  murders,  or  attempts  to  murder,  com¬ 
mitted  ill  Ireland  during  each  month  since  the  first  of 
January.  The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  the  early  part  of  the  evening 
was  consumed  in  a  discussion  on  the  case  of  Mr  Smitn 
O’Brien.  Mr  O’Connell  contended  that  there  was  an  in¬ 
formality  in  the  proceedings  which  ritiated  the  commit¬ 
ment,  but  on  a  division  there  appeared  180  against  36. 

The  remainder  of  the  evening  was  occupied  with  the 
adjourned  debate  on  the  Factories  Bill.  A  great  number 
of  members  took  part  in  the  discussion,  amongst  whom 
were  Mr  Macaulay,  Mr  Cobden,  Lord  Morpeth,  and  Sir 
Robert  Peel.  After  an  animated  debate,  the  bill  was  re¬ 
jected,  on  a  division,  by  303  against  193.' 

Major  General  Pajol,  one  of  the  King  of  the  French’s 
aides-de-camp,  has  gone  to  Algiers,  and  is  said  to  be  the 
bearer  of  .Marshal  Bugeaud’t  letters  of  recall,  and  of  the 
Duke  d'Aumale’s  appointment  as  Commander-in-Cliief 
and  Governor- General  of  Algeria. 

The  grand  review  by  His  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  de 
Nemours,  at  which  Ibrahim  Pacha  is  to  be  present,  is 
fixed  for  Monday  next,  in  the  Champ  de  Mars.  The  num¬ 
ber  of  troops  will  be  about  25,000. 

The  accounts  from  Madrid  of  the  15th  inst.  state  (hat  ^ 
General  Narvacx  has  at  length  accepted  the  appointment 
of  ambassador  at  Naples.  The  dissensions  in  the  cabinet, 
though  pointedly  denied  by  the  government  papers,  are 
believed  still  to  exist  in  full  force. 

A  letter  from  Italy  of  the  8th  states  that  the  Pope  ex- 
preased  his  displeasure  to  the  Bishop  of  Arris  of  the  en¬ 
couragement  given  by  the  French  clergy  to  the  Polish 
revolt. 

Mr  Francis  Hildyard,  Barrister-ai-Law,  met  with  an 
accident  on  Thursday  evening,  while  riding  inSt  James*s 
Park,  which,  yesterday,  terminated  in  his  death.  Owing 
to  one  foot  having  slipped  from  the  stirrup,  he 
lost  his  balance,  fell,  and  was  dragged  for  some  distance 
by  the  other  foot ;  concussion  of  the  brain  was  the  con¬ 
sequence.  An  inquest  wat  held  yesterday,  and  a  verdict 
returned  of  *  Accidental  death.’

Foxhounds  Poisonkd.— On  Friday  last  a  mystcrioaa 
event  occurred  at  the  Hardwicke  Kennels  of  the  Durluun 
County  Foxhounds.  The  hounds  were  fed  at  the  usual  time 
(two  oxiock),  and  then  appeared  all  in  perfect  health.  Afttr 
being  walked  out,  they  were  shut  up  in  their  kennels.  The

Th'S  treatment  was  successful,  the  poor  ani¬ 
mals  being  greatly  relieved,  and  the  progress  of  the  poison 
stayed.  No  light,  up  to  this  time,  has  been  thrown  on  this 
singular  aflfair ;  that  the  hounds  were  poisoned  is  heyotul 
douhi.— *  Durham  Advertiser.*

POSTSCRIPT 


The  House  of  Lords  was  occupied  last  night  with  a 
discussion  on  the  state  of  Ireland,  arising  out  of  a  motion 
made  by  the  Marquis  of  Normanby,  calling  for  returns  of 
the  number  of  murders,  or  attempts  to  murder,  com¬ 
mitted  in  Ireland  during  each  month  since  the  6r»t  of 
January.  The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  the  early  part  of  the  evening 
was  consumed  in  a  discussion  on  the  case  of  Mr  Smith 
O’Brien.  Mr  O'Connell  contended  that  there  was  an  in- 
formaKty  in  the  proceedings  which  vitiated  the  commit¬ 
ment,  but  on  a  division  there  appeared  180  against  36. 

Tbe  remainder  of  the  evening  was  occupied  with  the 
adjourned  debate  on  the  Factories  Bill.  great  number 
of  members  took  part  in  the  discussion,  amongst  whom 
were  Mr  Macaulay,  Mr  Cobden,  Lord  Morpeth,  and  Sir 
Robert  Peek  After  an  animated  debate,  the  bill  was  re¬ 
jected,  on  a  division,  by  303  against  193.  ‘

The  accounts  from  Madrid  of  the  15th  inst.  state  that 
General  Narvaez  has  at  length  accepted  the  appointment 
of  ambassador  at  Naples.  The  dissensions  in  the  cabinet, 
though  pointedly  denied  by  the  government  papers,  are 
believed  still  to  exist  in  full  force. 

A  letter  from  Italy  of  the  8th  states  that  the  Pope  ex¬ 
pressed  his  displeasure  to  the  Bishop  of  Arras  of  the  en¬ 
couragement  given  by  the  French  clergy  to  the  Polish 
revolt.
